Dick Foran of the movies will 
never ride the range again. He’s 
hung up his boots and saddle and 
his trusty shooting iron will soon 
get rusty. The Singing Cowboy is 
no more. 

After letting Dick star in West- 
ern pictures for two years, Warner 
Bros. decided he was ripe for big- 
ger and better things. So now 
Dick Foran will sing his way to 
fame in more serious dramas. 

His first assignment after finish- 
ing in westerns was “She Loved a 
Fireman,” a story about flame- 
fighters, which opens next Friday

One would expect Foran to be 
elated about this opportunity to 
achieve a new type of stardom. He 
was pleased, but as he sat on the 
set of “She Loved a Fireman” 
there was a far-away look in his 
eyes as he spoke of westerns. It re- 
minded one of a cowboy in a big 
city, yearning for the sight of 
wide open plains and the sound 
of a calf bawling in the night. 


“It’s funny,” Foran was saying, 
“but when I started in pictures I] 
wanted to be the greatest star in 
Hollywood.

In these highly complex days in 
which we live, the word “organi- 
zation” has become one of the most 
often used in our vocabulary.

In this world of won- 
ders all such matters are taken as 
a matter of course and no thought 
is given to these vast and intricate 


organizations which play such vital 
parts in our daily lives. 

One of the most commonplace of 
these is a metropolttan fire depart- 
ment. Prominently located in its 
city, the wide portals of the fire 
house are an everyday sight, and 
the sound of the sirens as the en- 
gines race down the street is now- 
adays of little interest to any ex- 
cept the very young. In spite of 
the fact that its service is as im- 
portant as any other department 
of municipal government, it is 
probable that few people could 
give any adequate description of 
how a fire department functions. 


That this is so was brought 
strongly home not so long ago 
when Warner Bros. was preparing 
for the production of “She Loved 
a Fireman,’ a dramatic story 
based on the life of a fireman.

Captain Orville J. Emory, a 
veteran of the Los Angeles Fire 
Department, was called in as tech- 
nical advisor. Almost immediately 
everybody concerned with the pic- 
ture began to find out just how 
little they knew about the in- 
volved and painstaking organiza- 
tion which constitutes a firefight- 
ing unit. 

Sequences for the picture called 
for a training school for rookie 
firemen, where Dick Foran, the 
star, and Eddie Acuff, his come- 
dian companion, learn the art of 
saving lives. 

At first that appeared to be a 
simple part of the picture to make. 
Anyone should be able to climb a 
ladder, hold a hose, and, if they 
have enough nerve, jump into a 
net. It soon turned out, however, 
that this was not the case. 


According to Captain Emory 
there is only one way to do these 
things correctly and as long as he 
was going to be technical advisor 
they were going to be done that 
way or not at all. 


Learning to climb the ladder 
was not so difficult, but jumping 
into the net was a-horse of an- 
other color. Foran watched sev- 
eral demonstrations from a_ five- 
story building and then decided 
that he was ready to try it him- 
self. 


Foran had the right idea, but he 
missed one important point. Fire- 
men don’t jump into the net, they 
drop into it. As a result he failed 
to land in the regulation manner, 
but instead hit the net flat on his 
back and as stiff as a ramrod. The 
result was not serious, but rather 
painful for the moment and cer- 
tainly embarrassing. The wind was 
knocked completely out of him and 
it was some time before he could

Foran had several other experi- 
ences of a similar nature before 
he learned to do everything to 
Captain Emory’s satisfaction. Now 
that it is all over Dick will tell 
you that being a fireman involves 
a lot more than a passing ac- 
quaintance with the game of 
checkers and Captain Emory will 
tell you that “She Loved a Fire- 
man,” which comes to the Strand 
next Friday, is the real McCoy in 
every detail of firefighting which 
it portrays.
